and similar organizations. 


which, to one who fought 
through this horrible cam- 
paign, is quite frightening .. . 
Taking the film as a whole, 
this was the war in the 
jungle and these were the 
men on both sides who 
fought it out to the death.” 

Major-General A. H. J. 
Snelling, C.B., C.B.E., chair- 
man of ithe Burma Star As- 
sociation, commented: “The 
few who served and sur- 
vived the early days in the 
Arakan will find ‘Yester- 
day’s Enemy’ an intensely 
realistic reminder of their 
grim experiences.” 

Members of the China- 
Burma-India Veterans As- 
sociation were particular- 
ly impressed: “ ‘Yesterday’s 
Enemy’ is brutally frank 
and realistic,” according to 
Harold Kretchmar, nation- 
al commander of the or- 
ganization. “To the general 
public, it will be shocking 
but realistic and awaken- 
ing. Few people other than 
the combat infantry men 
have such an opportunity 
to see war in its true and 
unadulterated light.” Hal- 
dor Reinholt, junior nation- 
al vice-commander of the 
C.B.I.V.A. said: “‘Yester- 
day’s Enemy’ is so accurate 
a presentation of jungle 
warfare that it could and 
should be used as an Army 
training film.” 

Following the seven-the- 
atre world premiere of the 
picture in Tokyo, Japan, 
former Japanese military 
figures also commented fa- 
vorably.
